CITY: HIGH RATE OF PEDESTRIAN CRASHES, DEATHS ‘UNBELIEVABLE’ 


Young victims 

Young people 15 to 18 years old 
represent the biggest segment 
of pedestrian crash victims, the 
study found. It also determined 
that a high level of the crashes in 
which youths and teens are the 
victims occurred on the West and 
South sides, most intensely in 
Austin, Chicago Lawn and Auburn 
Gresham.

About 8o percent of vehicle-pedestrian 
crashes in Chicago occur at intersections and 
commonly involve people crossing the street 
with the walk signal, according to a new city 
study 

The exceptionally high rate of pedestri- 
ans being struck, predominantly by turning 
vehicles while they are inside the presumed 
safe haven of crosswalks, was an unexpected 
finding that will prompt increased police en- 
forcement on the No. i cause of pedestrian 
accidents— drivers failing to yield, officials 
said. More traffic safety technology is coming 
too, they said. 

The city’s most detailed analysis of crashes 
to date, which the Tribune obtained exclusive- 
ly, revealed a soaring number of hit-and-runs as 
well as other alarming trends over a five-year 
period, touching all parts of Chicago from the 
Magnificent Mile to some of the poorest and 
most crime-plagued neighborhoods. 


The sheer number of accidents between 
2005 and 2009 — 17,487 crashes involving 
18,377 pedestrians— represents a traffic-safety 
crisis, experts say Pedestrian fatalities in Chi- 
cago hit a 16-year low in 2009 with 34 deaths, 
down from 88 deaths in 1994, according to the 
Illinois Department ofTransportation. 

Despite the improvement, pedestrian 
crashes still number about 3,000 a year in Chi- 
cago. In the past week alone, a 9 -year-old girl 
was critically injured Wednesday by a hit-and- 
run driver on 87th Street in Gresham, and on 
Aug. 7 a taxi driver struck and injured two chil- 
dren crossing the street on North Michigan 
Avenue, police said. 

The study found that 78 percent of all crash- 
es and 80 percent of fatal and serious crashes 
occurred within 125 feet of the midpoint of an 
intersection— at crosswalks or nearby. 

A state law that took effect in 2010 requires 
drivers to come to a complete stop for pedestri- 
ans in all crosswalks. The previous law required 


drivers to yield and stop when necessary 
It’s too early to assess the effects of the law, 
officials said. But provisional numbers provid- 
ed by IDOT for 2010 show 2,943 total pedes- 
trian crashes in Chicago last year, 32 pedestrian 
fatalities and 409 serious injuries. Those acci- 
dents were not factored into the new study 
Among the more troubling findings of the 
study commissioned by the Chicago Depart- 
ment of Transportation is that an average of 
two hit-and-run crashes resulting in deaths or 
injuries take place each day in Chicago. Hit- 
and-runs account for 33 percent of all crashes 
and 41 percent of fatal crashes here, double the 
national average, officials said. 

That’s 5,534 hit-and-runs over the five-year 
stretch, causing 3,683 deaths and injuries, of- 
ficials said. 

“It’s unbelievable, and it’s a real crime,” 
Chicago Transportation Commissioner Gabe 
Klein said. “I think we have this culture of 
speeding and reckless driving.” 


Taxicab effect? 

In the downtown area, taxicab driv- 
ers were involved in 28 percent of 
pedestrian crashes and 34 percent 
of pedestrian accidents in high- 
crash corridors downtown, the 
study said. The rate fell to 2 percent 
outside the central business dis- 
trict, a change perhaps reflecting 
the heavy concentration of taxis 
downtown, officials said. 

Day of the week 

Many of the reasons behind the 
findings are not known, officials 
said. For instance, during the 
five-year study period, pedestri- 
an crashes occurred most often 
on Thursdays and least often on 
Fridays and Saturdays. Nationally, 
Fridays are the biggest day of 
the week for vehicle-pedestrian 
crashes.

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» Not required by the city’s Department 
of Business Affairs and Consumer 
Protection for pedicab drivers or pedicab 
companies to have a permit or business 
license. Some companies and indepen- 
dent drivers have insurance policies. 


PART ONE: REGISTRATION 



» Get a one-year permit 
for $150 from the Chicago 
Park District to operate a 
pedicab on its property 
from sunrise to 11 pm, 
though not all pedicab 
drivers comply. 


» Pass a safety course, 
have a valid driver's license 
and follow the rules of the 
road as required by some 
pedicab companies for its 
drivers. 




» Get a one-year 
pedicab business 
license for $175— a fee 
greater than a bicycle 
messenger license 
but less than a horse- 
drawn carriage li- 
cense-if the pedicab 
owner is an individ- 
ual, a corporation, a 
partnership or limited 
liability company. 


» Have proof of 
public liability and 
property damage 
insurance policy 
with a coverage 
of $1 million ,r per 
occurrence, com- 
bined single limit, 
for injury, death, 
and property 
damage.” 


» Provide workers' compensa- 
tion insurance for each pedi- 
cab operator. But if the pedicab 
operator owns his or her own 
pedicab, he or she is exempt 
from the requirement. 


» Register each pedicab in 
operation and attach a $25 
decal good for one year. 
Decals are capped at 200. 



» Adhere to pedicab re 
quirements: no more than 
55 inches wide and 120 
inches long, equipped with 
seat belts, spoke reflectors 
on wheels and reflective 
tape showing back and 
front width, hydraulic or 
mechanical disc or drum 
brakes, and battery-operat- 
ed headlights and taillights 
visible for 500 feet. 


» Apply for a pedicab operator's 
permit valid for one year and 
costs $25. Must have a valid state 
driver’s license for two years or 
completed a driving course ap- 
proved by the Illinois secretary 
of state; be at least 18 years old; 
certified by an Illinois- licensed 
physician that he or she has the 
capability to operate a pedicab; 
pass a drug test and not be in 
debt to the city.

Chicago pedicabs could face new roadblocks 
under a proposal to license and regulate the 
bike taxi industry 

Aid. Tom Tunney (44th), whose ward in- 
cludes Wrigleyville— a pedicab hot spot— 
last month re-introduced an ordinance that 
would, among other things, keep operators 
away from downtown before 7 p.m. during 
the workweek and require pedicab companies 
to carry workers’ compensation insurance. 

“I totally think we do need regulation and 
licensing and some control out there,” said 
Robert Tipton, owner of Chicago Rickshaw’s 
fleet of more than 20 pedicabs. But provid- 
ing workers’ compensation to drivers would 
be too costly for companies to afford, he said. 
Paying for liability insurance would be an add- 
ed expense for independent owner operators. 

Problems stem from the industry going un- 
checked, Tipton said. Currently some pedi- 
cab drivers carry liability insurance and others 
don’t use adequate braking systems. Uniform 
safety standards for pedicabs, its owners and 
drivers could level the playing field. 

Chicago would follow other cities including 
New Tork, which began licensing pedicabs in 
2009 after a pedicab crashed into a taxi, injur- 
ing the pedicab driver and passenger. At least 


two fatalities in the U.S. have been reported 
in pedicab accidents — one in Seattle in 2008 
and another in San Diego in 2009. 

Regulations for pedicabs, one of the city’s 
few unlicensed businesses, would safeguard 
the driver, owner and passenger, Tunney aide 
Bennett Lawson said. “We want to do it in a 


safe way that doesn’t put anybody out of busi- 
ness but before it becomes unmanageable.” 

Drivers say the restriction from giving rides 
to passengers downtown can keep them from 
making money 

“We’re for regulation, but some of the things 
in there clearly would make business almost 


impossible,” said Lincoln Square’s Christian 
Blume, 26, co-owner of Blume Brothers Pedi- 
cab. “They’re trying to make it hard for us to 
work downtown, work anywhere in the city” 

A new law would help the pedicab indus- 
try gain credibility, said Josh Musinski, 31, an 
independent pedicab driver who lives on the 
West Side and has been riding for five years. 

“One of the bigger problems pedicabs have 
is being trusted and being viewed as respon- 
sible,” he said. 

The next step, Lawson said, is to consult 
with city officials, aldermen and the pedicab 
industry on the proposed ordinance, which 
does not set fare rates or ban advertising. 

“We’re not ramming it down anyone’s 
throat,” Lawson said. The goal is to have leg- 
islation in place so pedicabs could be licensed 
next season, which typically coincides with 
the start of baseball season in the spring. 

Until then, pedicab drivers will keep enjoying 
the perks of the job: working outside, making 
their own schedules and getting a workout while 
charging their own fees, which vary depending 
on distance, number and weight of passengers. 

“It’s the best job I’ve ever had,” said Bren- 
dan Blume, 24, who’s worked as a farmer, life- 
guard and accountant. “I just find it the most 
rewarding. At the end of the day, I get so much

That means 
pedicabs wouldn’t be able to pick up 
Michigan Avenue shoppers or tourists at 
Millennium Park. 


» Banned from giving rides to more than 
three passengers in a pedicab at one time. 


» Post a fare schedule. Can’t 
demand a higher fare than 
what is posted unless it is 
a special tour with a fare 
agreed upon before start 
of tour. 


» Pay a ground transporta- 
tion tax of $1 for each pedi- 
cab for each day the pedi- 
cab is used. 


»No rules 
or regulations to 
enforce other than 
bicycle laws. 


PART THREE: ENFORCEMENT 


» Subject to 
suspension or 
revocation of pedicab 
business license and 
pedicab operator’s 
permit, impoundment 
of pedicabs, and fines 
of $25 to $500 per 
violation.

LGBT activist mourned 


Christina Santiago, 29, 
was killed in Indiana 
State Fair stage collapse

Alisha Brennon and her partner, Christina 
Santiago, thought they were about to have 
a perfect night as they sat in the front of 
the stage where country band Sugarland 
was set to perform Saturday evening at the 
Indiana State Fair. 

But moments later, a powerful wind 
toppled the stage, killing Santiago, 29, a 
manager at Chicago’s leading health cen- 
ter for the gay and lesbian community, 
and four others. The accident also seri- 
ously injured Brennon and more than 40 
other concertgoers. Brennon remained in 
an Indianapolis hospital Sunday in critical 
condition. 

“It wasn’t hard to figure out where they 
were at,” friend Veronica Hernandez said 
in a phone interview Hernandez had read 
a Facebook posting Brennon made shortly 


before the accident 
that described the 
evening as “perfect.” 

“We had our 
hopes that they 
weren’t where there 
were, that maybe 
they were in back 
getting some food,” 
she said. 

Santiago, a native of New Y>rk, had a 
major effect on Chicago’s LGBT commu- 
nity Hernandez and others who knew her 
said. 

She was the programming manager for 
the Lesbian Community Care Project at 
the Howard Brown Health Center, offi- 
cials there said Sunday 

Jamal Edwards, president and CEO of 
Howard Brown, said Santiago and Bren- 
non had been together a little more than 
two years and were inseparable. Brennon 
did not work at Howard Brown, but she 
was such a constant presence there that 
she had many friends, he said. 

Santiago “was a fierce advocate. She was 


as brilliant as she was beautiful. She was 
the greatest advocate for equal health care 
for all. That love doesn’t die, it lives on,” 
Edwards said. 

“She has been a leading and driving force 
in the expansion of our women’s health 
services division and a powerful advocate 
for all LGBT women,” he added. “She’s 
such a hard worker. She normally would be 
working this weekend, but this happened 
to be the time that they chose to enjoy to- 
gether and hear the country music that she 
loved.” 

Santiago also was a programming chair 
for Amigas Latinas, a gay and lesbian advo- 
cacy group for Latinas in the Chicago area, 
Hernandez said. She regularly coordinated 
fundraisers for the organization. 

“She was a Nuyorican, who showed an 
amazing amount of pride,” Hernandez 
said, referring to Santiago’s Puerto Rican 
and New York heritage. ‘As young as she 
was, she was very committed to the city 
of Chicago and to women. She was re- 
ally good at organizing and planning with 
a purpose.”

OSLO, NORWAY The suspect 
accused of ambushing a politi- 
cal youth retreat and killing dozens 
of people in Norway last month 
returned to the island where the 
shooting rampage took place as 
part of a police investigation, au- 
thorities said Sunday 

Police said attack suspect Anders 
Behring Breivik “was not emotion- 
ally unmoved,” but did not express 
remorse during his return to Utoya 
island Saturday 

“He did not express any regrets 
about what he had done,” Police Prosecutor Pal- 
Fredrik Hjort Kraby told reporters. 

Police said they spent nearly eight hours question- 
ing Breivik on Sunday and walking with him around 
the island during a reconstruction of last month’s at- 
tack. 

The Norwegian newspaper Verdens Gang pub- 
lished what it said were photos and video images of 
the reconstruction. 


The images shows a blonde- 
haired man walking with police in- 
vestigators around the island, mov- 
ing his arms as if he were holding an 
assault rifle. The newspaper identi- 
fied the man as Breivik. 

Images show the man apparently 
wearing a bullet-proof vest and a 
harness that tethers him to police 
as they roam the wooded island. 

In one video clip, he stands on 
the shoreline and appears to be tak- 
ing aim at the water. 

“The whole thing was quite in- 
tense,” Hjort Kraby said. 

Breivik is accused of the July 22 bombing of Oslo 
government buildings in which eight people died and 
a shooting rampage on the island that killed 69. 

When last month’s shooting started, many of the 
600 people at the ruling Labour Party’s youth camp 
ran down a hill and to the water, survivors said. They 
said the shooter came after them, screaming, “You are 
all going to die!”

Cubs, Big Z at war 


The Carlos Zambrano-Cubs drama has turned into 
an all-out off-the-field war between management 
and the pitcher’s agent. 

The MLB Players Association will file a griev- 
ance Monday over the Cubs decision to send Zam- 
brano to the disqualified list, where he’ll go with- 
out pay for 30 days. 

The Cubs believe Zambrano’s agent, Barry Prav- 
cr, was attempting to spin the story of Zambrano’s 
“retirement” announcement by telling espn.com 
that the pitcher personally returned his belongings 
to his locker late Friday night after walking out on 
the team, suggesting it was a momentary lapse of 
reason. 

But Zambrano actually sent a friend to return 
his belongings, which the Cubs placed in a nearby 


room while Randy Wells 
took over Zambrano’s 
locker. Sources said Zam- 
brano also left phone 
messages to Cubs per- 
sonnel Friday night to say 
“goodbye” and “thanks,” 
contradicting his agent’s 
contention that the “retirement” remarks were 
made in private and not to be taken seriously 

General manager Jim Hendry was unavailable 
for comment Sunday Praver did not return phone 
calls. 

The grievance process could take awhile, and it 
figures to be contentious with Zambrano standing 
to lose S3 million in salary. 


Zambrano’s absence hasn’t changed anything in 
the Cubs’ clubhouse. The players still listen to Bob 
Marley after winning games, which they did for the 
nth time in 14 games Sunday. No one is trying to 
make up for the loss. 

“I can’t throw two games,” starter Matt Garza 
said. 

Cubs manager Mike Quade hasn’t spoken to 
Zambrano but denied leaving him in for the fifth 
inning Friday to take a pounding. 

“It wasn’t like you’re leaving a guy in because 
you’re mad at him or anything else,” Quade said. “It 
was a team situation, and sometimes those things 
have to happen. And he’s Carlos Zambrano. Why 
can’t he take a breath and get back in it in the fifth 
and sixth inning and try to get through it?”
